The pro- 
gram is a consentrated one to 
provide the child with a real 
educational experience prior 
to their school years. 

The Pre-School program is 
not a concentrated educational 
program, but in effect oper- 


ates as anursery where work- ' 


ing mothers ‘can leave their 
children for the working day. 
However the program is not 
merely a baby-sitting facility, 
but offers the childpre-school 
training during the day. This 
is an educational experience 
for the child. The program is 
staffed with professional 
teachers, and several aides. 

The Pre-School program 
operates all day, and the Head- 
start program operates in two 
sessions, one four hour ses- 
sion in the morning and one 
four hour session inthe after- 


noon. 

A typical day in the pre- 
school setting would run like 
this: 

8:15- Music Session 
10:00- Snack Time 
10:30- Basic Education 
10:00- Art Classes 
11:00- Play Time 
12:00- Lunch 

12:30- Naps 

3:10- Snack Time 
3:30- Play Time 
4:00- Story Time 

5:30- Home Time

BIRMINGHAM—Strong opposition to the confinement of 
Martin Luther. King Jr. was voiced by his supporters. After 
serving four days they declared their contempt for Ala- 
bama officials way of extracting a pound of flesh. Declared 
lone: ‘Why should he have to do time in order to achieve 
justice when not a single one of those unmentionables who 
pie five little girls in the church bombing has ever done 
day?” 
DALLAS—William H. Booth, chairman of the New York 
Commission on Human Rights, said that the idea of black 
power was totally American. He praised Stokely Carmi- 
ch originator of the phrase, for making Negroes start 
e about themselves. In addition, talk of Black Power 
caused the witelash to come out into the open. ‘‘There is 
nothing new at all in blocs of Americans uniting to deter- 
mine their own destinies’’, Mr. Booth said. 
WASHINGTON—Government probers have discovered that 
price-gouging is common practice in slum neighborhoods 
throughout the country. Prices were found to be 15% 
higher in ghetto areas (such as Hunters Point, Fillmore, 
etc.) throughout the West Coast. 
DETROIT—The Detroit Common Council voted 4/2 for an 
open housing ordinance. Several “Wallace for Persident,” 
supporters announced an immediate referendum after the 
vote was taken. Detroit was the recent scene of widespread 
racial riots. 


JACKSON (Miss) - Since Sept. there have been five dynamite 
Bombings in connection with bi-racial groups who worked on 
the rebuilding of churches and other buildings that were 
bombed. out in ‘64-65. Several bombs have hit homes of men 
directly active in the Committee of Concern, others ata 
Jewish temple and a predominantly Negro college. 
CENTRAL VALLEY (Calif) - George Wallace, Alabama 
segregationist was picketed and called a ‘Fascist’ during his 
recent so-called political campaign through California. A 
sopkesman for some pickets, George Ballis termed Wallace’s 
visit “outside agitation.”’ 


CHICAGO—Dr. Kenneth Clark, designer of New York’s most 


controversial anti-poverty programs, warned Negro office 
holders that they may be the targets of future riots if 
they are remiss in providing constructive programs for 
Negro ghettos. ‘Elected Negro officials are seen as, and 
are in fact, middle class, and unless you can produce positive 
results on problems that affect the masses, you may become 
the ‘specific’ targets of riots,’® Dr. Clark explained. ‘‘lines 
of communication must be kept open and Negro officials 
must try to learn as much as possible from Negro na- 
tionalists.”’ 


JOHANNESBURG, SOUTH AFRICA—A man who has lived for 
white for 60 years has been caught in the web of South. 
Africa’s racial laws. The Pretoria Supreme Court denied 
William Walker’s appeal from his classification as a 

colored, He wept. Under South African law, classification as 
a colored means denial of certain privileges. Mr. Walker’s 

daughters, three of whom are married, would also be re- 
classified and he would lose his job. The term ‘‘colored”’ 

in racist South Africa actually means mulatto. 


WASHINGTON, D.C. Miss. Sen. Eastland was slapped with a 
half-million dollar lawsuit recently. The action was brought 
by the Miss. Freedom Democratic Party and the National 
Gonf. for New Politics. The complaint alleges that Est- 
land’s aides or persons ‘‘in concert’ stole conference 
documents of the NCNP and that the Senator inserted some 
of the documents in the Congressional Record. The suit 
claims that statements by Eastland were usually an indica- 
tion of forthcoming ‘‘terror campaigns”’ against Negroes in 
Miss. Eastland’s Senate committee on ‘‘Internal Subver- 
sion” just recently announced their intention of investigat- 
ing major civil rights and anti-war organizations, the two 
organizations are among their list ofalleged ‘‘subversives’’. 
YORK—A minister who burned a Confederate flag 
nD ecet a 30-day sentence. The Rev. A.K. Smith was 
for guilty in Criminal Court. He was paroled until Nov. 
2, at which time he will be sentenced. 
CAIRO, EGYPT—Stokely Carmichael said he would return 
to the U.S., he declared that he hoped he would be killed 
fighting like the recently-slain revolutionary, Ernesto Che 
Guevara. Carmichael’s passport has been cancelled by the 
State Department. He has visited several Communist coun- 
tries on his extensive tour. The purpose of his travels has 
not been revealed, but observers see an attempt to forge a 
link between the Black Power movement and the so-called 
world revolutionary movement vaguely headed by Mao. 
WASHINGTON—Senate investigative committees will begin 
to look into the activities of Black Power and New Poli- 
tics groups, ostensibly with an eye to determining if the 
movements are “‘subversive’’. Groups to be probed include 
the National Conf. for New Polities, the Mississippi Freedom 
Democratic Party, SNCC, and CORE. The authority given the 
sub-committee indicates that the hearings will be a fishing 
expedition conducted under the guise of ferreting out so- 
called ‘‘subversive’’ influences. Many expect a polished ver- 
sion of the McCarthy technique. 
t 


MORE CO-OPS 


While the local Neighbor- 
hood Co-op Super Market at. 
Third and Paul streets is 
being neglected by local resi- 
dents, government economists 
are suggesting the need for 
more consumer cooperative 
food stores. 

Because of rising costs of 
promotion and shopper serv- 
ices in major retail food 
chains, there is an opportunity 
for local cooperatives to ‘‘go 
after the business of price- 
consciousness through the 
cutting out of gimmicks and 
emphasizing low prices,”’ ac- 
cording to Dr. Willard F. 
Mueller, director of the 
Bureau of Economics of the 
Federal Trade Commission. 

Mueller claims that the 
heavy use of advertising pro- 
motion and other gimmicks 
have raised food prices which 
local co-op markets could un- 
dercut and save residents and 
members a great deal of. 
money.

Inbalance 


Washington ——A  govern- 
ment survey of several maj- 
or cities reveals that Negro 
women hold twicé as many 
white collar jobs as Negro 
men, 

The findings bolster the 
widely held theory that Negro 
society is still predominately 
matriarchal. The assumption 
is made that because more Ne- 
gro women than men are em- 
ployed as white collar work- 
ers that women are making 
more money than the men. 

The study raises also the 
question concerning the dis- 
crimination against the hiring 
of Negro males for white 
collar jobs? 

In Chicago, there are three 
times as many women in white 
collar jobs as men; in New 
York, over two to one, in 
favor of females, The pat- 
tern of white collar employ- 
ment for white showed a ra- 
tio in favor of men, three to 
two. 

The survey was published 
by the Equal Opportunity Com- 
mission, under the U.S, Civil 
Rights Act of 1964. 


Needless Victims 


Mental retardation is 
roughly twice as common a- 
mong the children of the poor 
as among middle and upper 
class children, Dr. Joseph T. 
English, Assistant Director of 


? Health Affairs of the Office of 


Economic Opportunity, said 
last night. 

**A significant percentage of 
this mental retardation can be 
orevented,”’ he told a region- 
al meeting of the American 
Association on Mental Defi- 
ciency in Huntington, West 
Virginia. He stated that ade- 
quate medical care, proper 
food and family planning in- 
formation could reduce the in- 
cidence of mentally retarded 
among the poor to that of the 
nation as a whole. 

Dr. English said, ‘*Poverty 
is not only one of the effects 
of retardation, but also one of

WASHINGTON—War On Poverty and other slum and urban 
programs have been cut back by Congress. $312 million will 
go for model cities and only $10 million for rent supple- 
ments (one-fourth that asked for). The rent supplement 
program would provide subsidies for low income families 
living in special non-public housing. The family would pay 
part of the rent and the government would pay the rest, if 
the rent exceeded a fourth of the family’s income. 


MARIN COUNTY—~An anti-poverty worker lost her job be- 
cause she signed one of the pro-marijuana affidavits in the 
recently popular Melkon Melkonian case. The Marin EOC 
voted to dismiss Mrs. Lousie Lacy, a community worker. 


its causes. Such environment- 
al factors as poor pre-natal 
care, inadequate counseling 
for family planning, low rates 
of immunization and poor nu- 
trition are responsible for in- 
creased retardation among 
poor children.”’ 

In addition to those children 
suffering from retardation in 
the classical sense, Dr. En- 
glish said that the poverty en- 
vironment produces a great 
many others who have symp- 
toms resembling retardation. 
“*Where we find hopeless, apa- 
thetic parents, too often we 
find dispirited ‘slow’ - chil- 
dren,”’ he said. 

Dr. English reported on a 
number of preventive and re- 
medial programs for the men- 
tally retarded which the Of- 
fice of Economic Opportunity 
has launched. Such programs 
as Head Start, Job Corps, Fos- 


Anti-Semitism 


The Negro attitude towards 
Jews is comparable to their 
attitude towards whites in gen- 
eral. Where it differs it tends 
to be in favor of the Jews 
reports Harvard Sociologist 
Gary T. Marx who directed a 
nationwide survey of Ne- 
gro attitudes. 

Ih contrast to widespread 
belief of Negro anti-Semitism, 
Dr. Marx found that Negroes 
are also less apt to accept 
negative stereotypes of Jews 
and do not share the tradi- 
tional anti-Semitic biases. 

The study, part of a five- 
year research project on prej- 
udice conducted at the Uni- 
versity of California Survey 
Research Center under a grant 
from the Anti-Defamation 
League is contained in a book 
by Dr. Marx titled ‘‘Protest 
and Prejudice.” It will be pub- 
lished by Harper & Row on 
Oct. 25. 

The survey, based on public 
opinion polls of 1,119 Negro 
adults from both urban and 
rural areas, found fhat the ex- 
tent of anti-Semitism among 
Negroes differs. considerably 
by region. 

High scores on the anti- 
Jewish Index, Dr. Marx re- 
ports, were more common 
amont those living outside the 
South. 

Contrary to assertations 
that anti-Semitism among Ne- 
groes is on the rise, Dr. 
Marx states that mostof those 
interviewed said that they felt: 
the same toward Jews now as 
in the past. However, he re- 
ports among those who-.re- 
ported a change in their feel- 
ings, the overwhelming ma- 
jority indicated that this 
change has been in a positive 
direction. 

Some of the figures on Negro 
anti-Semitism revealed by Dr. 
Marx: 

-Nationally, 24% of Negroes 
queried said that Jewish land- 


lords are better than other — 


white landlords, 7% said they 
are worse. In New York City, 
17% thought Jewish landlords 
are better, 9% worse. In Chi- 
cago, 20% thought they are 
berrer, 6% worse; in Atlanta, 
31% better, 4% worse; in Bir- 


ter Grandparents and Neigh- 
borhood Youth Corps are ac- 
tive in this area. Forty-one 
Neighborhood Health Center 
programs, providing compre- 
hensive medical care for the 
poor, have been funded and ten 
are now in operation. These 
centers are furnishing neces- 
sary information and care to 
prevent retardation as wellas 
offering help to those already 
retarded. 

Dr. English noted ‘‘encour- 
aging results.’’. ‘‘More than 
7400 retarded children have 
been helped through Héad 
Start,” he. said. ‘Because of 
the enriched environment, the 
special attention given by the 
staff, and repeated contacts 
with other children in Head 
Start; children that were pre- 
viously thought to be retarded 
often begin to make normal 
progress.”’

Dr. Marx’s study seeks to 
examine Negro attitudes 
towards themselves, their 
condition and their feelings 
about whites. The © survey 
sought to determine the Ne- 
gro mood with respect to civ- 
il rights progress, integra- 
tion, the police, and blank na- 
tionalism. 

In_ interviews leh took 
from 1 to 1-1/2 hours, ‘those 
polled were asked a variety 
of questions from ‘‘Hour coun- 
try got into a war today, would 
you think this country worth 
fighting for?’ to “Have civil 
rights demonstrations. helped 
or hurt the Negro?’. 

Long interested in social 
protest, Dr. Marx was.an as- 
sociate member of CORE. 
while at. Berkeley. He is pres- 
ently an Assistant Professor 
in the Department of Social 
Relations at Harvard Univer- 
sity and a Research Associate 
at the M. L T. -Harvard 
Joint Center for Urban’ ‘Stud- 
ies.

FORGOTTEN GREAT 


Robeson: 


Paul Robeson was recently nominated for the National 
‘Football Hall of Fame. Now seriously ill, this may be the 
first recompense for the dishonor he was subjected to during 
the McCarthy era. 

For over a decade Robeson was in political exile, having 
been barred from displaying his giant talent in his own 
country because of his political views, his opposition to 
racism and war, and because he was a black man. 

Playing as an end for Rutgers, Robeson became one of 
the initial prominent black atheletes in the U.S., an all- 
American for two years. Yet for many years his name was 
omitted from all Rutgers alumni publications and publicity. 
Even the listings of All-American atheletes did not include 
him. Only after pressure from some students and faculty 
of his old college has the ban been lifted. 

A Phi Beta Kappa honor student, Robeson gave up a law 
career to become an internationeily acclaimed stage and 
screen actor and singer. 

His baritone voice was hailed internationally. He is best 
noted for his success in the- 1943 Broadway title role of 
“Othello.” 2 

He supported and sang for the Loyalist (anti-Franco) 
forces fighting in Spain’s Civil War. He was one of the first 
militant civil rights leaders in the Civil Rights Congress 
organization of the 30’s and 40’s which was destroyed by 
the McCarthyite whitch-hunts. A leading figure in the 1948 
Progressive Party campaign, and a supported or many 
other peace, civil rights and progressive actions. 

Robeson also became an early supporter of the national 
liberation movements in Africa, Asia, and severely criti- 
cized the U.S. for its failure to support the fight for free- 
dom of persons under colonial oppression. 

As a result of the post-war hysteria, Robeson was black- 
listed and barred from the American theater or film work. 
Cities barred him from appearances. 

A complicated process of elimination by screening com- 
mittees, as well as balloting by members of the Hall of 
Fame organization, must be gone through before Robeson

Nat Turner 


WINSTON-SALEM, N.C.—A California 
race relations expert has written the 
Season’s second major novel based on 
the confession made by Nat Turner, the 
Negro slave who was haaged for leading 
an uprising against the white people of 
Southampton County, Virginia, in 1831. 

The book is entitled <‘Ol’ Prophet Nat,’? 
Its author is Daniel Panger, whois super- 
vising consultant for the Fair Employ- 
ment Practice Commission in Northern 
California, Panger, who lives in San 
Francisco, has been with the FEPC since 
that program was begun seven years ago. 
Before that he was a deputy probation 
officer in Los Angeles County, Calif, 
In these capacities he has dealt with a 
wide range of problems faced by minority 
groups, and his novel reflects a sympa- 
thetic insight into these problems, 

“OP Prophet Nat’? was published by 
John F, Blair, Publisher, of Winston- 
Salem, It is a relatively short book, 159 
pages Jong. Its jacket illustration is based 
on an old drawing of Nat Turner by an 
unknown artist, Its price is $4.95 a copy. 

The book is written in the first person 
and is in simple language, heavily flavored 
with Biblical phrases, such as would be 
used by the preacher-slave Nat Turner, 
Turner had ‘‘visions’” and was led by 
them to the role he was to play. He 
gathered about himself a band of Negro 
slaves determined to win their freedom 
or die in the attempt, Though their revolt 
was short-lived, it resulted in the bloody 
massacre of more than 50 white men, 
women and children, After the rebellion 
was put down, legislatures all over the 
South passed scores of oppressive new 
laws dealing with slavery. 

Publication of a second novel dealing 
with Nat Turner, when so little has been 
written about him in the 136 years since 
his revolt, is considered a major coin- 
cidence in publishing circles. A book 
about Turner, published in October, is 
currently the nation’s best seller, Ob- 
servers see in this a reflection of the 
growing interest in Negro history, 
Panger’s book should prove a valuable 
addition in this field,

These little men behind enormous desks - the impec- 
cable public bureaucrats of San Francisco - are playing 
**1984’’ again, where black is white, and white is black. It 
seems they’ve been tirelessly figuring how to quietly rid the 
City of its number 2 public nuissance, the Negro (Hippies are 
still number 1), If so, they certainly found a way to do it. 

The City of San Francisco, under the auspices of its 
Redevelopment Agency, put together an incredible report for 
the federal government. In order to obtain federal money 
for the urban renewal programs, the Redevelopment Agency . 
must show there is plenty of available housing around for 
people whose homes are being fed to the bulldozer. 

More often. than not, these victims of renewal are the 
Negro poor. But everybody in San Francisco knows that 
housing at reasonable rents are in short supply, particul- 
alry for minority groups. That puts the Agency in a bind. 
They are thus forced to somehow get around the facts of life 
as they really are. Here’s what they did. In its official report 
to the federal government, the agency assumed that there is 
absolutely no racial discrimination in San Francisco in build- 
ings containing more than two units. They reached this in- 
credible conclusion by noting in this report California’s Rum- 
ford Act, which makes such discrimination illegal. 

This remarkable stance on the part of a public agency 
must be quoted to be believed. ‘‘By State law, racial dis- 
crimination is prohibited in buildings containing over two 
units. Accordingly, the racial policy question was asked only 
in buildings of one and two units.” 

In other words, they are saying that crime does not 
exist because it is outlawed. Nobody steals, robs, or rapes, 
because that’s illegal. This is nonsense. What is not non- 
sense is the fact that the Redevelopment Agency is stealing, 
robbing, and raping the poor by camouflaging its crimes be- 
neath the pages of a neat statistical compendium. It is in- 
teresting that the City’s Human Rights Commission found 
(August, 1966) at least 45% of the landlords contacted by 
them were unwilling to rent to Negroes. And that was based 
on just a telephone survey. Clearly, the Agency's statistical 
fictions are providing the moral justifications for booting 
Negroes out of their homes into greater poverty. 

Evictions of poor Negroes have already begun in the 
Western Addition Community of San Francisco. The Western 
Addition Community Organization (WACO), an association of 
mainly Negro groups, has been operating around the clock to 
halt these busy little men from destroying their community. 
As one of their spokesman put it, ‘‘We’re trying damn hard 
to get the white man off our backs.”’ 

In order to do so, they’ve been appealing to just about 
every public official in town. WACO even invited the main 
culprit, Justin Herman, to speak with residents at one of 
their neighborhood meetings. He’s, of course, the executive 
director of the Redevelopment Agency. This highly celebrated 
bureaucrat, who travels widely both here and abroad, would 
not condescend to “‘travel’’ a few short blocks to the Western 
Addition community to consult with its citizens. 

Mr. Herman and his bureaucrat colleagues are arrogant 
men who thrive in a City which rewards men for being ar- 
rogant. Their prescription for success is a simple one: con- 
sult men of power, not humble human beings. In San Fran- 
cisco, the fact is that men of power, in true Pavlovian fash- 
ion, are salivating at the sight of the potentially precious 
real estate properties in the Western Addition. And they 
don’t intend to let any of the City’s black, penniless aliens 
stand in their way. 

Bureaucrats like Justin Herman are paid well tosee that 
they don’t block the rich man’s version of progress. So if 
among the many bureaucratic chores of these little men who 
front for the big ones is to produce a set of statistics which 
keep the bulldozers moving, and the black man running, then 
integrity must be willing to take a back seat on a bus right 
out of this City. oe

Why do people use such long words when they talk 
about sex? Are they trying to make it hard for you to under- 
stand what they really mean?

Dear Jeff, 

+ Do you have a car? Or do you know about cars? If 
‘you do, you must know that there is a part in a car called a 
carburetor, and another part called the transmission, the 
accelerator, piston rings, etc. These words have very def- 
inite meanings and when a mechanic uses any one of them 
everyone knows exactly what he is talking about. 

How, on the subject of sex, doctors have a vocabulary 
xf words too. These words are very exact, and when we use 
certain words for parts of the body we know exactly what 
part is referred to. These are scientific words. However, 
as you know our bodies are not cars. The subject of sex 
has lots of feelings connected with it and people may get 
embarrassed when they talk about sex, They may use 
substitute words and slang words that hide the real meaning 
and make them feel less emotional. 

a But in this way one group of people uses a different 
set of words from another group and the result is that people 
won’t understand the words that another group uses. So, 


when we at Planned Parenthood use scientific words to talk. 


about sex, it’s because we’re trying to be exact-and to build 
understanding. We always explain what the words mean, so 
that it’s easy—not hard—to understand. 


CORRECTION: In my Sex Education Column in the August 
issue of the Spokesman I answered a letter from someone 
who signed herself ‘‘Confused’’ and I am hoping that she is 
less confused now. However, unfortunately there was a mis- 
print in my response and so I should like to repeat the in- 
structions for taking the Pill: Take one pilla day, at about the 
‘same time of day, each day for 20 days. Then stop taking 
the Pill and in two or three days you will have the start of a 
menstrual period. When the menstrual period begins, start 
counting and on the fifth day start taking the Pill again, for 
20 days. 


Dear Mrs. Williams, 

The doctor just told my wife that she is going to have 
twins. Do you have twins because after you became preg- 
nant you have another intercourse? I'd like to know because 
it seems to me that one baby at a time is enough. 

Going to be the father of twins. 
Dear Going to be father of twins, 

Two intercourses do not make twins. Ill explain to you 
‘why. Do you realize that in every drop of semen from the 
‘body of a mature male there are not thousands but millions 
of sperm, each and every one capable of uniting with an ovum 
(eggs) to produce another human, a baby? The female 
body produces the ovum, and that ovum usually accepts only 
one sperm, to unite with it and thus to fertilize it. When 
pregnancy has occurred no amount of sperm entering the 
female body will produce a second pregnancy while the first 
one is going on. 

Now, what does make twins, you will ask? It happens 
0 ionally that two eggs ripen and mature at the same time, 
‘©: fertilized by sperm at the same time. If these two 
fertilized ova develop and grow in the uterus, they produce 
twins, the kind we call fraternal twins. This kind of twins 
Go not look very much alike because they come from separate 
ova. 

Identical twins, those that look very much alike, happen 
when the fertilized egg or ovum, divides in two early in its 
development and each half develops into a whole human 
being. Twins develop entirely by circumstances over which 
you have no control, However, it has been noticed that having 
twins does seem to run in families. If your parents or your 
wife’s parents had twins you have more chance of produc- 
ing twins. 


Dear Mrs. Williams, 

Our preacher tells us that it is dangerious and sinful 
to have sex if you are not married. Why do you think it is 
so dangerous and sinful?

Dear Young Man, 

Sometimes in discussing sex I think we omit the most 
important part of it. I refer to the real deep feelings of love 
ahd concern and caring about the partner with whom you have

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this most intimate physical contact. Having sex with a part- 
ner whose life you wish to share is much more satisfying 
than just sex for the sake of feeling good for a few minutes. 
I believe that most young people know that when they have 
sex intercourse they are taking chances and afterward 
they feel they have done wrong and they feel guilty and that 
isn’t a good way to feel. 


Dear Mrs. Williams, 

Last year I had an abortion, and now I think ['m preg- 
nant again. I don’t want to have a baby but I'm afraid Ill 
be sick again the way I was after the other abortion. How 
many times can you have an abortion?

Dear Sue, 

Unless an abortion is performed in a hospital under 
very strict surgical conditions no abortion is safe. Home 
abortions are the easiest way for blood poisoning to develop 
and many women die every year because they have unclean, 
unprofessional abortions performed by people who promise 
to rid them of their pregnancy but don’t know how to take 


‘proper precautions for your safety. 


We at Planned Parenthood believe that it is much wiser 
and safer to prevent pregnancy through birth control than to 
subject your body to getting rid of an unwanted embryo. 
Abortions are never first choice, but if you must have one, 
by all means go to a doctor. The state laws under which 
a doctor may perform an abortion are quite strict and there 
must be very exact reasons for performing one. 


Dear Ruth, 

One of my girl friends just had a baby. She had to leave 
school when she got pregnant but now she has to go back to 
school again til she is sixteen. She loves the baby, but she 
says he cries in the night and she thinks he cries too much, 
and maybe he is sick. She’s awfully sad because she thought 
if she had a baby she'd be like a groun up and have someong 
of her own to love. Everybody made a fuss over her because 
she was going to have a baby! Now, nobody pays much at- 
tention to her. 

Another girl in my school just got pregnant but she 
says she didn’t know it would happen by letting a boy do 
what he wanted to her. She doesn’t even want to be pregnant 
six more months. But, she doesn’t know what to do. Is 
there anything she can do? 

I want to go with boys too, but 'm scared! I don’t want 
to be pregnant for nine months and then get a baby that is 
sick and cries and be all disappointed. But I want boys 
to like me and to be important and ‘‘somebody’’. What can 
I do?

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Dear Upset Teenager, 

No wonder you are upset. You are experiencing a very 
common problem and by writing to an adult for advice, I 
think you are realizing how very serious it is and how im- 
portant that you think out the best solution. You probably 
suspect that having a baby is not the way to solve a problem 
for a teenager. It only adds to your problems. And a baby is 
a very real problem and one that does not go away. Each 
of your young friends is going to have to take care of her 
baby until he, himself is grown up. 

When I say grown up, I don’t mean just the develop- 
ment of the body to look like a grown manor woman. It 
takes more than sexual maturity fo be a responsible and 
dependable adult. You are smart enough to see that just 
having sex isn’t enough to make a ‘‘somebody” out of you. 
Your two girl friends are examples you are trying not to 
follow. It is important to stay in school as long as you can, 
to learn to do a job well, to work at a job and to do it well, 
and of course to have your fun too with other young people. 

There are many good reasons why sex should be post- 
poned til you are older and married. If girls refuse to wait 
and are going to have sex anyway, then the most important 
thing for them fo do is fo go foa doctor or to Planned 
Parenthood and learn how to use one of the medically approved 
birth control methods. : 

You are correct in realizing that after a girl becomes 
pregnant it is too late. 


Dear Mrs. Williams, 

If the Pill can regulate the menstrual period to come 
every twenty-eight days why can’t it be taken for a longer 
time, say two or three months so that menstruation could 
be postponed as long as you wish?

Dear Wondering, 

As long as you keep on wondering and don’t experiment 
without asking a doctor, you are safe. But, if you are really 
serious and would like to take the Pill to postpone your 
period, be sure that you consult your doctor first. He will 
help you to work out a schedule that is safe for you. It is 
a more complicated matter than just starting and stopping 
whenever you please. Without following a doctor’s advice, 
you might do it wrong, and just make yourself pregnant. 


Dear Mrs. Williams, 

Why do people make such a fuss oat VD? I have had 
it several times and am healthy and able to work. 

Just. call me ‘‘Jim’’, when 
you answer. 
Dear Jim, 

YOU are healthy? Yes, you appear to be and if you have 
had proper medical treatments you probably are. But where 
did you: get the disease? Someone who was infected must 
have given it to you. How many people are sick today be- 
cause you or some other infected person passed on Gon- 
norrhea or Syphilis through sexual contact? That is the way 
in which Venereal Diseases (VD) are caught. Often these 
diseases are not discovered before a great deal of damage 
has been done. You are among the fortunate ones who had 
treatment before the diesase had spread in your body. 
If not caught on time the diseases can. cause sterility 
(inability to have children) in women, or inability to pro- 
juce live sperm in the male.) Blindness, insanity, heart 
disease are a few of the unpleasant results for the victims 
of untreated syphillis. If you are again ever suspicious 
that you may have any of the symptoms of fhese diseases 
be sure to visit your doctor or. the San Francisco City 
Clinic at 33 Hunt Street.
